Former German Imperial Chancellor 
Declares He 
Assumes Responsi­ 
bility for Emperor’s Acts Dur­

Berlin, June 30.— Dr. Theobald von 
Bethmann-Hollweg. 
former 
German 
chancellor, has formally asked the A l­ 
lied and associated powers to place 
him on trial instead of the former em­ 
peror. 
The former chancellor says 
that he assumed responsibility for the 
acts of Germany during his period of 
office and places himself at the dis-, 
posal of the Allies. 
The request of the former chancel­ 
lor was made June 25 in a communica­ 
tion to Premier Clemeneeau. 
Dr. von 
Rethinann-iloliweg. it is said desired 
to take this step May 2D, but refrained 
at that time on the express wish of 
the German government. 
The commu­ 
nication asks Premier Clemeneeau to 
bring the following document to the 
knowledge of the Allied and associat­ 
ed powers: 
“ in article 227 of the peace terms, 
the Allied and associated lowers pub­ 
licly arraign his majesty William II, 
of iiohenzollern, former Gorman em­ 
peror, for a supreme offense against 
international morality and the sancti­ 
ty of treaties. 
At the same time they 
announced their resolve to address a 
request 
to the 
government 
of 
the 
Netherlands for the surrender of De­ 
former emperor, for the purpose of 
trial. 
Change in Proceeding* Asked. 
“ W ith reference thereto. I take the 
liberty of addressing a request to the 
powers to let the projected proceed­ 
ing# against his majesty, the emperor. 
lie taken against me. 
For this object 
I hereby place myself at the disposal 
of the Allied and associated (lowers. 
‘‘Ab former German imperial chan­ 
cellor. I bear for my jieriod of office 
sole responsibility, as regulated in the 
German constitution, for the political 
acts of the emperor, 
I believe I de 
duce therefrom 
the claim that the 
reckoning which the Allied and asso­ 
ciated (lowers desire to demand for 
these acts shall be demanded solely of 
me. 
“ Being convinced that the Allied and 
associated powers will not deny in­ 
ternational respect to the legal posi­ 
tion fixed by public constitutional law, 
I may express the hope that they will 
be inclined to yield to my urgent re 
quest.

NATIONALIZATION OF 
LANO ASKED BY LABOR 


Southport, Eng., June 30 (United 
Press) 
The National Labor Party 
opened its annual convention here 
today— the party’s first formal gatb 
ering In its new' role of second strong­ 
est party in England and official op 
position in the House of Commons. 
Under the Impetus of the reviving 
interest in national politics the con 
ference will, it is anticipated, fur 
nlsh the stage for an animated dis­ 
cussion of a large number of na 
tional and international issues. 
Today and tomorrow 
the 
patty 
chiefs h o p e to evolve a new' program 
strong enough to enable 
them 
to 
make a telling hid for victory In tin* 
coming parliam entary struggle for 
control of the government. 
Hat her wide differences of opinion 
have arisen within the party Itself 
since last year’s conference, and the 
line between right and left wings 
has become more marked. 
In sever­ 
al Instance, the radicals (Lefts) have 
entered local contests as a dis!inn 
party lit opposition to th* regular la­ 
bor candidates, calling themselves the 
"Socialist Labor Party." 
A warm platform battle between 
the factions is possible. 
It Is cer­ 
tain that the convention 
will 
lie 
called upon to consider a number of 
proposals which a year ago would 
have been regarded as radical. 
Doth the Miners’ 
Federation 
of 
Client Britain and the Independent Ja­ 
ilor elements demand nationalization 
of land In England. 
A resolution to 
tills effect will be Introduced and th** 
party urged to press the question to 
a showdown. 
The following resolution baa been 
prepared for presentation: 
“Thnt 
ibis 
conference 
strongly 
urges the government to bring for­ 
ward as early as possible some scheme 
for nationalization of land, no as to 
abolish the present unjust system of 
land ownership 
nnd 
land 
leasing, 
thereby enabling the nation to utilize 
our land resources to the b e st ad 
vantage of the people generally." 
The situation in Russia 
will

brought up by 
several 
resolutions 
which will demand withdrawal of ni­ 
lled troops. 
Representatives of the Federation 
of Women W orkers will ask the party 
to adopt a plank to give women equal 
rights with men.
